Otherwlso it cannot havo a
plnco as a inothod of treatment deserving
of respect.

If Dr. Keklxy's bold claims for his rem-

Humbug from Knd to End.
Itisnotlcoablo that thoBcpubllc&uchanco

In Now York rests upon tho party's success
In representing tho campaign on elthor sldo
as somothlng which it is not. The Repub-
lican canvass, shaped as It is by Its direc-
tors, is a deceit in attack and defence.

An effort to romovo tho impression that
Platt and Fassett stand for Now York's
doprivntlon of the World's Fair was abso-
lutely necessary If the Republican forces
would prosumo to hold the field at all.

Mr. Fassett's attempt to make the op-

position to his party appear something
other than what it is in truth is equally
clear and equally hopeless. Ho has under-
taken to create tho idea that the enemy in
front of him is not tho Democratic party.
Ho is going about the country bubbling
over with insinuation that the Democracy
of tho Empire State has retired from the
Gubernatorial contest, and that tho only
show of fight and the only possible profit of
victory Is that of Tammany Hall In this city.

As the most potent Influence In tho prin-
cipal Domocratlo stronghold, Tammany
Hall has always been abhorred by the

Republicans. Along with that
feeling there has been, perhaps, throughout
tho rural districts a streak of Domocratlo
jealousy of the immense metropolitan or-

ganization. Tho Fassett scheme is to stir
Republican feeling throughout tho State by
calling it to unite against the most solid
and powerful body of its foes, and to lull
the Democratic enthusiasm by arguing that
the country Democrats are not concerned
in the contest.

Chicago on the Greatest Social Event
in the History of the Northwest.

There was a wedding in Minneapolis last
week, and there was a poet from our
esteemed contemporary, the Chicago Inter-Ocea- n,

to warble an epithalamium. With
only the slncerest admiration for the Flour
City, we feci sure that no Minneapolitan
genius polished the three-colum- n Jowel of
poetic prose which glittered in our Chicago
contemporary during tho next day. Wo
recognize In it tho workmanship of the artist
who used to cover tho unlquo decoration
and chaste upholstery of the Auditorium
with bouquets of adjectives, and with a
steer's horn from the Stock Yards blow a
liicnn in celebration of the coming of the
World's Fair to Cook county. Tho stylo is
tho man. But come to the wedding.

"Without indulging' in hyperbolo or
grandiloquent phrases," chants the poet,
"this wedding may be denominated the
most important social event in the history
of the Northwest." It was natural that
Chicago should bo on hand at the most im-
portant social event In the history of the
Northwest. Besides, tho bridegroom and
tho bride are going to live or exist in the
Bunco Metropolis. But hush. It is eight
o'clock at " one of the oldest and most aris-
tocratic churches In the city." A eurpllced
cholrof boys issues from " thecarpetcd can-
opy." and the organ begins that blessed
hymeneal march from "Lohengrin." Tho
Chicago poet could not havo been more im-
pressed it lie had been going to bo married
himself:

Mirth's noisy revet ye have forsaken,
Tender delights for you now awaken,
Fragrant abode enshrine ye In bliss.
Splendor and slate In Joy ye dismiss.'

" If there were no otber mnilo In tbe grand opera but
this one number, would It not sufnet to preserve It r If
there ere no more music along the pathway of tbe
wedded twain, would It not afford a lifetime of melody I"

Wo should twlttor. But after tho eur-
pllced singers "came tho bridal pair ho
tall, distinguished, debonolro" eie. The
bride God bless her! was" beautiful, of
course. "Your true-type- d American gen-
tlewoman," says the awo-stru- poet. We
shall quota no more of Ids desoriptlon of
her, howoven It is not Improbable that sho
would have been grateful to him it ho had
not triod to describe her at all. Let her
blush unseen tor a moment while we look at
tho crowd :

"On either aide of the church bloomed
the flower of tho faablon and wealth and Inrlueneo of
the metropolitan city of the Northwest, while here and
there throughout the vast audience were some of the
most prominont society people from otber clUeelu the
East, with quite a Dumber of notables from over teas."

" Was it small wonder," asks tho Chicago
guest, " that thoro was craning of nocks
and ogling of oyes as tho bride, attired In a
dress which had taxed tho ingenuity, the
skill, and the ortlstlo taste of some of tho
chlofest modistes of Paris, stood at tho

h
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altar whllo. with hor husband to bo, sho
said tho most solemn words of a llfotimo?
In hor hands sho had a most uniquo prayor
book In fact, tho most unlquo ono proba-
bly over carried by a brido." Most unique
is good, oxcollont good. Tho-- poot notos
"en pasaant" how natural tho tonguoof
Gaul Is to Chicago that " Miss Dodd, tho
head dressmaker ot Marshall Field,
mado a special trip to Europe for
tho preparation of tho trousseau."
After this ingenious advertisement we
aro propared to bear without faint-
ing tho Intolllgonco that tho bride's
gown was "decolotto." By this tlmo the
cerebral convolutions of tho observer from
tho City ot Wind seom to havo boon badly
tangled, for after tolling us that tho whtto
tullo gowns of tho bridesmaids wero " Chi-

cago mado." ho assorts that tho brido " pre-

sented to hor bridesmaids tho wondrously
beautiful Parisian-mad- o gowns which they
woro upon this occasion:" but much can bo
pardoned to tho natural embarrassment ot
a Chicago man who finds himself in a
church. Tho poet ralllod bravely ond took
tho party out of church in flno form :

"The party pasted from the flower-decke-

otd church out Into tbe future which held for
them, so all who viewed them hoped, naught but tha
rarest Joys and the most magnificent prosperity.

"The wedding reception which followed wnt elegant
In all Its appointments, tbe mot elaborate affair of IU
kind ever known In tho Northwest, on tbe splendid
lawn wblcb surrounds tbe residence ot the brlde'a
father, on the green crest of a hill overlooking the
twinkling city, a spacious marquee had been built tor
the accommodation of thu many merry dancers. At
nine different points within the marqoee stood marble
statues, each ono holding rare and beautiful festoons ot

cloths meeting at the central portion of
the pavilion ceiling. On the Inside of tbe spaclons man-

sion equally elaborate preparation's had been made, and
all the concomltanta of a wedding upon an unusually
large scale wero there.

"Tho floral decorations wero euperb and very costly;
the catering was under the direction ot an Eastern
chef; the rautlo was ot tho finest; tho merriment was
unbounded."

Let Joy bo unconflnod. Still, we should
like to know why an Eastern chef had to bo
summoned to decorate tho Interiors of the
guests at tho greatest social event in tho
history of tho Northwest. Is it truo, then,
as wicked scoffers have said, that civilized
food and drink are not to bo procured in tho
sweet city named after the American mus-tolln- o

carnlvoro of tho genus AlephitteT
This is a question well worthy of considera-
tion, but for tho time being wo must con-

sider a subject much more important from
tho Chicago point ot view, tho value of tho
presents. Tho delightful way in which the
poet treats this subject enhancos our ad-

miration ot him. Some mon might have
shown tho practical and vulgar spirit ot tha
pawnbroker, but the poet merely dazzles us
with one splendid detail, tosses a fow jewels
at us. and then In ono golden sentonco sums
up the value of tho most important social
event in the history of the Northwest:

"A word as to the preeents. It would be Impossible,
and. Indeed, In most wretched taste to note their number
or their beauty or their coatUnesa, but tbe gift of the
father of the bride to ber in her own name of $200,000.
aa la understood, is certainty worth mention. Tbe
groom's gift waa some rare opal Jewels and a marquise '
Ting of Ave different colored pearls, while the bride's
mother gave her a magntfloent necklace pendant con
elating of an Immense pearl set round with diamonds.

" In all its varied appointments, both as regards good
taste and monetary expenditure the wedding. It is
said, having cost fully $20,000 tbe marriage was by
all odds the most Important social event in the history
of Minneapolis or of tbe Northwest."

How much "monetary expenditure"
would It take to make a wedding tho most
Important social event In the history ot
Michigan avenue or ot Chicago ?

The Naturalized Chinaman.
A curious question has arison In respect

to the rights ot a naturalized Chinaman,
growing out of the application to the Secre-
tary of State for a passport for Wong Chin
Foo, now a resident of this city.

At the present time the laws of tho United
States expressly forbid the naturalization
of Chlnamon. Wouo Chin Foo. howover,
claims to have been admitted to citizenship
by an order of tho Circuit Court at Grand
Rapids, Michigan, in April, 1874, long before
thoro was any express statutory prohibition
against the naturalization of Chinese
subjects, nnd when tho only requirement of
tho law as to tho race of thoso applying for
naturalization was that they should bo frco
white persons or aliens of African nativity
or African descent. Tho Circuit Court In
Michigan must have held that a Mongolian
was a white perbon within tho meaning of
tho laws of tho United States; otherwise it
would not have admitted Wono to citizen-
ship. A different construction is put upon
tho statute by tho Stato Department.
Assistant Secretary Wharton has de-

clined to grant his application for n
passport on the ground that tho
Secretary of State is prohibited from
granting passports to any other persons
than citizens of the United States, nnd thai
the naturalization of Chlnamon under tho
law, evon as It oxisted in April, 1874, was un-

authorized and void.
In this view the Stato Department is

sustained by a decision which was rendered
in San Francisco In 1878 by tho lato Judgo Lo-ben-zo

Sawyer of the United States Circuit
Court. A Chinaman named Ah Yup applied
to be naturalized, and attor hearlug his
counsel In behalf of tho application, Judgo
Hawveii Invited argument ftom other prom-
inont members of the bar as amid curia:,
or friends of the Court, In order to hoar
what suggestions they might bo nblo to
offer on tho subject. He subsequently de-

livered a carefully written opinion review-
ing tho course of leglblatlon by Congress
in respect to naturalization from tho begin-
ning, and holdlug with clearness nnd
ability that tho expressions " whito
persons," ns used in tho naturalization
laws, oxcludes Mongolians. Iu this opinion
particular rofoicnco Is mado to tho dobatcs
in the Sonate In 1870, whou tho law was
changed so as to permit the naturalization
of persons of African nativity and descent;
and it is shown that Senator Sumner and
all the other participants in the discussion
assumed that Chlnamon were necessarily
excluded from naturalization by tbe law as
it then stood, which provided for tho ad-
mission to citizenship of whito persons only.
Judge Sawyer also maintains by reference
to the various systems of ethuologloal classi-
fication, that wherever color Is tho basis of
distinction tho Mongolian or yollow raco of
manklud constitutes ono class and tho Cau-
casian or white race another. This decision
ot tho United States Circuit Court in Cali-
fornia, being the highest Judicial authority
which has yet expressed an opinion on tho
subject. Is properly followed by tho State
Department. It certainly presents a
powerful argument that Assistant Sec-
retary Wkabtos Is thereby Justified In
holding that Wono Chin Foo was not le-

gally naturalized by tho Michigan court,
and is therefore not a person to whom a
passport can lawfully be granted.

It has been suggested that tho right ot
Wono Chin Foo in this rcspoct can bo test-
ed by an application to tho courts in tho
District ot Columbia for a writ ot mandamus
to compel tho Secretary of Stato to
issuo tho desired passport. It scorns to us
very doubtful, howovor, whether auy such
application would be entertained. The law
does not say that passports ehaXl be issued
to applicants, but provides merely that the I

Secretary of Stato may grant and Issue

passports undor such rules as tho President
shall designate and prescribe, but that no
possporU shall bo granted or issued to any
otlior porsons than citizens. Tho languogo
of tho law Is declaratory of 'a powor rntfior
than mandatory as to Its exorcise, and wo
aro inclined to think that ' n pass-
port might bo refused oven to a citizen
undor circumstances which" In tho 'Judg-
ment of tho State Department and tho
Prcsldonl rendcrod It Improper or inexpo-dlo- nt

to lssuo ono. If this view is correct,
no mandamus could be granted, for tho Su-

premo Court of tho United States has hold
again and again that tho judiciary cannot
intorforo either by mandamus or injunction
with executive officers, such as the heads ot
departments, in tho dlschargoof their of-

ficial duties unless thoso duties aro puroly
ministerial In character and involvo no ex-

orcise of judgmont or official discretion.
Probably tho best way for Wono Chin Foo

toobtalnan aulhorltatlvo adjudication from
tho courts as to his cltlzonship would, bo to
attempt to vote at nn election for mombor
of Congress.

Mr. Fassett doesn't pan out as an orator,
attar all. In hln spcooh at ORdcnnburg ho said.
"The Bepubllcan party's ml6Aton boganln the
olovntlon of mankind, and will not ond until
Its salvation shall havo been inatlo complete."
In othor words, ho wunts to makn the pious
pooplo of Ogdcnsburg bellovo that tho Repub-
lican party boloncs to tho Salvation Armr.
Then ho created laughter by croaking of

128.000 aoros of Republicans." Unfortu-
nately tor him. that happons to bo a phraso
which belongs to our frlond Oeohoe
Foancib Train. Again ho says, "You
stand hero In tho north a northern
light of Now York State Republicanism,
an ovcrlasting monaco to the darkness of
Manhattan Island." This brilliant display
brought out " creat applause." But, after all.
horo in Manhattan Island the pooplo are not
afraid of the northern lights, for the simple
reason that no fellow has as yet discovered
what they aro mado ot or what they amount
to. Ho alvo tells us that " St Lawrence lights
tho signal fires on tho north and awar across
tho Stato In the nouthwestorn extromlty.

and Chautauqua boo the signal and
light tholr (Ires In return and send back the
illumination to tho north, and. liko tho Scot-
tish signals, thoso aro tho signs ot life, tho
call to action of tho clans ot Republicanism,
and from the farms and hillsides we will all
join in making tho doscont upon tho Domo-
cratlo Tammany hosts In tho lowlands on thu
island down by the soa."

Gracious 1 Mr. Fabbett must have been
down to Coney Island recently. He has fire-
works on tho brain. Horo. again, is somo
moroof his fire: "One man in earnest can set
the world on fire. A thousand mon in St
Lawrence county in earnest shall raise such a
flarno horo that It shall illumine and fire the
State."

Well, If Mr. Fassett isn't a great orator, ho
is certainly a fiery one. and his speech at
Ogdonsburg is tho florlost on record.

Tho Republican campaign is evidently going
to blazes.

Tho sulcido of Gen. Roulakqer by the
gravo ot his mistress is tho melodramatio
close of a typical Oallio melodrama. Tho pre-
eminent quality of tho man was vanity, and
such a death was the culmination ot over-
weening vanity. Ho belonged by spirit not
to the latter-da-y republican, bourgeois era.
but to the artificial, vain, showy, insincere
period of tho second empire, and tho tawdry
sentimentality of his death, as of his life. Is
characteristic of the heroes of Paul db Kocx
and Benjamin Constant.

His sons of honor
was that characteristic honor noted in dis-
honor that sacrificed everything and every-
body to his own advancement Ho was not a
hero of romance of the lusty. daredo II. bravo
school of " Tho Three Guardsmen." but a vic-
tim of sentimental selflshnes. And yet there
will doubtless bo fair hands enough to deck
his grave, and many men and women who will
weep tears of sensibility over an idol whose
liqad was ot brass and his feet of clay.

A dime museum freak, known as "The
Living Man with the Broken Neck," has in-

effectually triod to commit sulcido in Mil-
waukee. Any ono of the usual cowards who
commit sulcido would havo dono so long ago
if he woro In this man's case, so soon, probably,
ns ho discovered what his unfortunate condi-
tion was and that it waslielpleso. "The Liv-
ing Man with tho Broken Nock," however, was
of sturdier stuff. It wn not until his wife,
taking her children with her. liad doped, and
he had vainly tried to find them, that ho at-
tempted suicide. Ought not this attempted
sulcido to ptraightcn tho backbonoof some of
thoso wretched men who gulp poison or jump
into dreary waters simply because they have
lost a or an imaginary sweetheart?
Life, apparently, was pleasant or at least
worth living, to ono whoso hoad could not bo
raised abovo Ills bosom, and who earned a
miserable pittance by bolng gazed at day after
day by the indifferent and the curious. It is
only necessary to recall Sirs. Brownino's
words, that obhervatlon without sympathy is
torture, to know what this man endured and
endurod willingly.

Macdonald. who illpd full of years and honors
In the midst of your deliberations, nnd I con-
gratulate you and tho country upon tho moder-
ation and patriotism which ou manifested In
that crisis, and which enabled tho legislative
business of tho country to bo continued with-
out serious Interruption.

"An agreement was mado In June last
Groat Britain and tho United Ftntos for

the practical cessntlon of seal fishing In Bell,
ring Hen during tho twist scoson. for tho bene-
fit of the protection ot seal life, pending nn In-
vestigation by qiperts.in which this country
has taken part, into tho question of the neces-
sity of measures for preventing its extinction.

thomocAurirciii, havo boou extended.'Tho measures you have concurred In pass-
ing aro Important nnd useful. Tho reorgani-
sation of tho Legislature of tho Northwest
Territories and tho readjustment nnd Incroaso
of Its powers aro just tributes to the cmlnontcapacity forself-go- v ornment which that Impor-
tant and rapidly Increasing hoctlon Of Canada
has manifested. Tho acts for tho improvement
of the. law respecting elections will. I hope, be
found beneflcfal by simplifying tho procedure
and facilitating the repression of corrupt
practices. Tho, measures respecting tho cat-
tle trade, loading of ships, registration of
trade marks, and courts willprove advantageous to trade, commerce, and
shipping. The enactments respecting tho in-
spection of ships must provo of great value in
the protection or the lives of persons employed
upon thorn, while tho net respecting tho fish-
eries of tho Dominion nnd tho obstruction of
navigable waters will remove the possible
source or discussion between this Govormont
and tliorirovlnces.

"Notwithstanding that tho result of tho
census shows a less important increaso In the
population than waR expe-ted- . it Is satisfac-tory to obtain cvldonco of the general pros-
perity of tho country, nnd tho bountiful harvest
with which Providonco has blessod us thisyear will givo a fresh impetus to the settle-
ment of the North wost ond to tho enterprises
end Interests of the country generally. It ts
gratifying to percolvo that you havo felt justl-fle- d

In reducing tho dutv on sugar to the
extent of about $3,000,000. thus materially
lessening tho cost of nn article of universalconsumption, and that you havo not judged itnocossarr to provide for replacing the revenue
to tho extent of mom than half tho reduction
thus made. It Is a further recommendation of
this important measure that, whllo It haslargely roducod tho cobt of a necessary
article of food. It provides for supplying the
consomientlossof revonuo by tho Imposition
of duties on luxuries only.

TO STIMULATE GOLD IXFOHTS.

The Trenaary 'Will GItb Banker AU the
Aid In lie Power.

Washington. Sopt 30. The Director of the
Mint with tho approval of the Secretary of the
Treasury, issued y the following special
instructions to tho Superintendent of tho
United States' Assay Office in Now York:

"In cases of deposits of foreign gold coin or
foreign gold bars at tho United .States Assay
Office at Now York, such approximation of the
value of tho bullion delivered as in the discre-
tion of tho Superintendent may be regarded
safe and propor, not to exceed 00 per cent
of tho value, will be paid, pending melt and
assay."

The purpose of this regulation is to encour-
age, so far as can bo legally done by the Gov-
ernment the Importation ot foreign gold Into
tho United States by allowing Importers spot
cash initio for foreign gold a soon as received
at the counter of the Assay Office, instead ofrequiring them to wait two or throe days, and
sometimes longer, whllo the deposits are bo-
lng molted nnd tho exact gold contained de-
termined by chemical anlyttls.

It has been a matter of general acceptance
that both tho Bank of I ranoo nnd tho Bunk of
Germnny. in order to stimulate the export of

from tho United Mates, havo been In tho
tablt of crediting bnnking houses In Paris and

Berlin with tho value of gold shipped to them
nt Nework at tho date of shipment thus les-
sening the cost of tho movement by the Inter-
est of tho amount during tho whole period of
transit It was stated some time ago thatsome of the banks in Now York woro going to
do the same thing. Of coursn tho Government
cannot legally mnke payments for tho vnluo ofgold shipped to this cotiDtrv until it is actually
received at tho counter In Now York. Theonly thing it ran legally do is to expedite thepayment thus saving Interest to tho Importer,
which tho director has sought to accomplish
by tho a bov o regulation.

Tho condition of tiio grapes In Ulster county
nnd up tho Hudson is not as bad as many per-
sons have probably supposed owing to tho nt

notion of tho Board of Health to provpnt
the sale of unwholesome grapes In this
city. Assistant Chemist Lcdorlo of tho Health
Department scent tho greatof part'of Tuesday
in the in company
With Dr. D. G. Falrohlld, assistant pathologist
In the Department of Agriculture at Washing-
ton. .Thoydrovo throiigTi thirty-fiv- e ratios or
morn of the vineyard eouhtry. arid 'wero well
received by thn growers whom they visited.

They found that the cntlro'trotible had boon
caused by a few careloss farmers' who hnd
failed to follow Iho Instructions issued by tho
Government in tho nppJIcatlonotthoBo'rdbaux
mixture. Homo growers sprayed with too
strong a solution of copper In' the' mlxturo:
others u.sod tho mixture too late In the soason.
after tho grapes had begun to rlnen. and
others, after doing everything 'properly op to
tho last moment failed totiso the final solu-
tion, or ammonia mlxturo. This Is employed
to wash off any topper sedlmont .which may
remain on thn vines and fruit after spraying
with the Bordeaux mixture. cases
whore tho instructions had not been pomnllod
with tho grapes were thickly coated with a
coppery incrustation. This percentage, how-
ever, was very small, and growers whb wero at
fatiltauiekly discovered tiiolr error. ,

Dr. Idorlo heard a few complaints of afall-jngp- ff

In trade, but on the wholo the grape
business does not seem to havo Buffered ma-
terially. One denier sold ho had sold more
grapes than ever, because his were all good.

with a greenish compound which ren-
dered them unwholesome.' It nnpears that a disease of the grapevines
has seriously alTected a large section of the
grape-distric- t and to remedy the offecta of this
disease the v Ines hav e been sprayed. Experi-
ment!; have shown that when grapes are treat-
ed strictly according to tho directions issued
for the uso ot the, Bordeaux mlxturo at theproper season of the year tho compound re-
maining on the grapes when matured and
marketable is not porceptlblo except in rare
instances. '

"In n majority of vineyards visited, ond
where directions woro strictly adhered to. thegrapes and stems show barely a traco of thocompound, and In many cases none at all. In
other vineyards, nnd especially In those vino-yar-

visited from which grapes wero chipped
to New York ond were condemned by the Board
of Health, and in which tho compound hdbeen used later than recommended and its use
had not boon followed by the ammonia
mixture as required, the compound re-
mained on thn grapes and stems In con-
siderable quantities. In some Instances It is
evident that the mixture whon used had not
been proporly stirred, so that some ot the
vines received and retained an excessive
amount of the copper contained In the com-
pound. It Is also apparent that only a very
small number of vineyards have been im-
properly treated, and that tho fruit from suchvineyards Is .very easily recognized by thebluish green deposit on the grapesand stems."

A watch will still be kopt for tho grapes en-tering the city, but it Is not expected that any
more improperly sprayed gropes will find theirway to this market. Dr. Martin' is now In-
specting tbe new arrivals of grapes.
